- Seed Grain Fairs 


Seventy-five Exhibitions to be Held at 
Various Points in Saskatchewan 
Seventy-five sced grain fairs will be 

held at various points in Saskatche- 

wan before Christmas, according to 
the present plans of the directors of 
agricuiturai extension in the province. 

‘Lhese include the department ‘of agri- 

culture, the University of Saskatche- 

wan, and the Saskatchewan Grain 

Growers beside-many-agricultural so- 

cieties. 

Althouh no dates have been set 
as yet, the following places have been 
named, where fairs will be ~ held: 
Prince Albert, Fertile Belt, Readlyn, 
Woodrow, Bibow, Wauchope, Rouleau, 


Pelly,.. Pennant, Richard, Gull Lake, 
Marshall, Scott, Wilkie, Wapashoe, 
Lloydminster, Kerrobert, Scotsguard, 


Lashburn, Expanse and Alameda. 
Officers of the Saskatchewan Grain 
Growers’ association believe there is 
ample scope for the extension of these 
fairs owing to tha‘fact that there are 
about 1,000. locals of the association 
throughout the province, in addition 
to a number of other agricultural so- 
cieties. . 
following the statement of the Hon. 
W. R. Motherwell, minister of agricus 
ture, to the effect that this year a 
loss of $25,000,000 would be suffered 
by the Saskatchewan farmers owing 
to the presence of weeds in the grain, 
the agriculturists of the province 
have taken the subject in hand, and 
have decid2d to begin uprooting the 
evil. The best possible way yet de- 
vised in all-of such cases, is by educa- 
tion, and an educative.campaign in 
the form of seed fairs where demon- 
strations will be given to the farmers, 
is the start of eradicating weeds from 
the province. The object therefore of 
the seed grain fairs, bes de inculcating 


to the farmers of Saskatchewan the/new thing. 


necessity of planting only good seed, 
will be to plant clean seeds and con- 
trol the Weeds that spring up in the 
spring. 

When seed grain fairs were first 
held in the province, nine-tenths of 
. the exhibits were ruled out on account 
‘of the presence of weed seeds. Of late 
years, however, a greater intrest has 
been taken in clean seed grain and 
there has been a great’ difference in 
the exhibits. It has not beea great 
enough however, to offset the enor- 
mous losses yearly to the farmers of 
the province. . 

At the fairs this year there are 
bound te be some exhibits ruled out 
on account: of the presence of weed 
seads in the grain, although evhibitors, 
have been far more careful of late to 
exhibit nothing “but the very cleanest 
grain possible. 

There is one important phase of the 
quest'on which has been touched upon 
by Professor Greenway, of the univer- 
sity. Speaking of immigration farm- 
ers jnto Saskatchewan and the part 
played by them in agricultural pur- 
suits, he said: ‘‘There are said to be 
at least 250,000 non-English speaking 
farmers west of Winnipeg, and these 
have come frém counties where they 
have not paid any attention whatever 
to the cleaning of seed. Samples of 
seed which have’ pb2en sent from Rus- 
-gia and other European countries are 
nearly half weeis, and the farmers of 
these countries seem'to have no ap- 
preciation of the necessity for keeping 
the seed Tree Trom weed seeda> ‘Tire: 
same is true of a large proportion of 
the English-speaking people; they do 
not seem to understand the menace of 
weeds. It is for the purpose of get- 
ting rid of conditions of this kind that 
these fairs are instituted.” 


——— 


The Freedom of the Seas 


The phrase “the freedom of the 
seas” has. been widely used by Ger- 
. Man and pro-German propagandists in 
their ‘efforts to discredit the allied 
cause; it is based on the false assump- 
tion that: England with her “Marin- 
ism” is tyrant of the seas. Such ef- 
forts cannot succeed for the simple 
reason that their object is baseless. 
They could. succeed only if other na- 
tiong felt our ‘ tyranny.” Our fleet is 
not to us a means of “ruling. the 
waves,” aly more than our army ia a 
means of ruling the -land. Both are, 
and are being used, as, instruments of 
tk » freedom of Europe and of’the free- 

. dom of the world. Save for the ex- 
ploits of the German _ submarines, 
most of which are murder, not war, 
Our Fleet has given peace to the seas. 
When the Germang demand “freedom 
of the seas” they mean the kind of 
‘freedom which their submarines fit- 
fully enjoy under the sea. It is es- 
sentially of the same pature as that 
freedom which their soldiers enjoy in 
Belgium. For us .the freedom of the 
gea is a conditio# of our existence; 
and, while we continue to exist as a 

* nation,"we shall no more barter away 
that freedom by international agree- 
ment or pacifist convention than a free 
man wil] sell himself into slavery. But 
Yor our sea power, wielded as it has 
been and will be wielded, the freedom 
of Europe might by this time have 
ceased to be. It threatens no one, co- 
erces no one, and is a terror only to 
pirates.—London Times, 


Work ag Well as Fight 


Napoleon flung his jibe at us as a 
nation of shopkeepers, feeling that we 
‘were in some obscure way formidable, 
and not understanding that he was be- 
ing beaten by our imperturable habit 
of going about our business while he 
was draining the life-blood of his peo- 
ple..-The whole world is witness of 
the fighting qualities of the British 
race, and we need not trouble to de- 
fend the nation of shopkeepers from 
the imputation of cowardice.

Western Canada Exporting 


Valuable and Heroic Part Taken by

Steamsips. “At one time,” said 
Captain Walsh, “it was considered 
that on account of the officers and 
men being distributed all over the 
globe, the number procurable at short 
notice would be so small that their 
val > as a naval reserve would not be 
very great. On this account, a short 
service sc..eme was created in, the 
naval service, from which men passed 
into the Royal Fleet Reserve, and 
through it an immediate reserve was 
always available. It was found, how- 
ever, that directly the R.N.R. was call- 
ed upon, they flocke- to the rendez- 
vous in such numbers that it was diffi- 
cult to place themall” Not only did 
they. return from ships all over the 
world, but also in very large num- 
bers from positions on shore, even 
from farms on which they had settled 
in Western.Canada and other places. 
Of these men, however, it may be said 
they only did their duty. That is 
quite true, but it is the way in which 
they did it that calls for special ap- 
preciation, and they have earned the 
right to special consideration after the 
war. ; 

“The British admiralty were consid- 
erate, and, where possible, allowed the 
masters and oificers to remain in their 
ships. In a general way the steam- 
Ship Owners did not suffer so badly as 
was generally. expected. When we con- 
sider there are probably ovens 2,000 
captains and officers of the Mercantile 
Marine, and, including men employed 
in the trawlers and other mine laying 
and mine sweeping operations, consid- 
erably over 20,000 men with the work 
of the ocean-carrying passenger and 
freight service going on as usual, it 
is indeed: an honour to belong to a 
service that hag done such excellent 
work for the vause of Right, . Justice 
and Freedum.

Banks Can Readily Meet Duties De- 
volving Upon Them 

The minister of finance has satis- 
fied himself that abundant facilities 
exist for the financing of the western 
crop movement without undue acceler- 
ation, . If the grain is hurried to mar- 
ket it will have accommodation which 
‘would enable the grain to be held and 
gradually sold over a considerable’ 
period. The banks are in a much 
stronger and more liquid position for 
the crop movement than they were a 

year ago. Their liqui assets, ac- 
cording to the last returns, aggregate 
nearly three hundred and. fifty millioin 


doliars, of which over fifty million is i ¥ 
in gold and ninety million in Dominion dist Clergym an of iriterest 
notes. They have afi authorized, but to All Who Are Sick 


as yet, unissued circulation, of nearly 
fifty million dollars. 

Should occasion requiie, they may, 
under the new Bank act, issue adai- 
tional :circulation against’ their. gold: 
They may also, under the Finance act 
of 1914, obtain to any amotnt desired 
Dominion notes against grain bills, 
warehouse’ receipts or other securi- 
ties. So far as cash resources and 
currency are concerned, there are 
therefore available the most ample 
facilities. Both by. official letter. 99 
personal interview the minister 
taken up the matter with ihe Sani 
during the past month and is satisfied 
that the duties devolving upon the 
banks towards the crop Situation will 
be amply and readily met. 

A recent ameridment to the Bank 
Act providing that the banks may 
take security upon grain remaining in 
the possession of farmers, is expected 
to be of assistance,

ernment, the. minister will arrange 
that the assistant receiver gencral’s 
office in Winnipeg will take and deal 
with, from time to time, n bills, 
warehouse receipts and er collat- 
eral, upon which advances in.

vance in bacterioiogical pataology has 
made some very potent remedies 
available. 

Sir Alimroth Wright, to whom mod- 
ern medicine Owes 80 much tor the 
discovery of remedial reactions within 
tiie body to bacterial toxic processes, 
recently received one of the prizes of 
the French Acaiemy because of the 

magnificent effects noted. from these 
newiy discovered curative princ.pies 
in the present war.: Frenca surgeons 
have now foliowed up hig discovery by 
the invention of a po:yvalent serum 
that is eminently life saving. 

The reports from both sides in the 
western war area seem to indicate 
that by far the greater part of the 
wounded not only recvver but actuaily 
return to service. Hor some months 
the ratio of such recoveries to deaths 
nas been-nearly as high as eight to 
two. The statistics of the surgical 
nistory ot the war is to be one of the 
most valuable contributions to the 
story of human experience with infect- 
ed wounds.—New York Herald. 


Artficial Preservatives” 
There ‘are powders that are sald 
under various trade names to be’ 
used by the housekeeper as preserva- 
tives. The directions generally say 
to fill the jars with fruit or vege- 
tables, ag the case may be, cover with 
water, , and add a teaspoonful of the 
powder. The ease of this method is: 
very attractive. Other housekeepers. 
have been known to use salicylic acid 
and borie acid for the same’ purpose. 
Indeed, a growing use of these preser- 
vatives hag been noted, which calls 
for a warning. | ° 

Though it is true that these acids, 
either under a trade name-or under 
their own may retard the decay or 
the foot cannea, it is pointed out 
‘|by experts that their use may be 
attended by serious disturbances of 
health. Derangement of digestion 
is one of the evils resultant from such 
eh and their extensive use can 
to srare dangers. 
emartificlal preservati are. not 
necessary; fruits and vegetables may 
be kept indefinitely if sterilized by 
heat and properly sealed. There is, 
therefore, no excuse for ruaning the 
risk of endangering health in the 
use of preservatives which. algo en- 
courage unsanitation: and © careless 
work in canning, as reliance ig then 
placed on the . preserving compound 

° rather than on careful work.

The breeding of ammmais is quite 
similar to manufacturing; if we 
wanted an excellent class of ge 
we would not think of using \ 
material, but would use the Bett ob. ob- 
taimable. he quality of the pro- 
duct is governed by the quality oi the 
material used, provided that all other 
things are equal. Therefore if the 
farmer wants good stock, he will 
have to use good sires and, dams. 
The indiscriminate breeding of. ani- 
mals, without thougnt as to their 
strong or weak points, is, what is 
keeping the average standard of the 
stock in this country so low. 

It is believed by some people the 
high producers can be obtained from 
average cows, but practically all the 
champion producers are the results 
of long and .careful. selection. Occa- 
sionally a good, animal ig obtained 
from mediocre stock, but it just 
‘happens.” Such an animal may, but 
probably will not, transmit her good 
qualities to her offspring. Do not 
waste time hoping to get something 
good from miediocre stock! it does 
not pay. One well known breeder has 
said that a farmer who uses a scrub 
bull in his herd has about as much 
chance of getting a good calf asia 
boy would of getting a red marble 
by closing his eyes and inserting his 
hand into a two bushel] bag of mar- 
bieg ,in which there was expected to 
be...one...red..one, This is. very--true..| 
Fhe ‘sire has a profusion of good and 
bad qualities, so has the dam. What 
will the offspring _be~—if- both are 
weak in the same respect? 

It does not matter about the good 

qualities. if the weak ones are very 
prominent. The Law of Reversion 
plays a prominent part. This is the 
act of degenerating: rather than im- 
proving. Therefore if stock ig to be 
improved, careful selection: must be 
exercised at all times.’ 
' Suppose a breeaer -had_ selected 
some stock of good strains, and mat- 
ed. those ‘with the most desirable 
points, at the same. time eliminating |' 
those of undesirable qualities. If he 
kept thig up for, say, . twenty-five 
years, and then took one from his 
own herd ana mated it with a suit- 
able_one from another herd built up 
in the same way, would he not’ stand 
a much better chance of . getting.a 
first class animal than if he mated 
two scrub animals picked at random? 
It stands te reasom that stock se- 
lected as above would have all. the 
goed qualities with a minimum of the 
poor ones.

Re Packing of Parcels For 
Soldiers at the Front 


The public is urged: to exercise every 


_lenre in packing parcels for the troops, 28 


| careful packing is absolutely essential to 
} ensure delivery of the ‘parcels in) good 
: order. 

Parcels sent abroad require a higher 
standard of packing than is necessary in, 
the Canadian Parcel Post, and this ap- 
plies with even greater force to parcels 
for the troops. Those which are inade- 
quately packed run great risk of damage 
or lors of contents. 

Thin cardboard boxes, such ag shoe 
boxes, and. thin .wooden boxes, should 
not be used; nor does a single sheet of 


.|ordinaty brown paper afford sutlicient 


protection. --Lhe-following 
packing are recommended, 

1. Strong double cardboard. boxes, 
preferably those “made of corrugated 


furins. of 


‘leardboard, and having lids which eom- 
| pletely encloge the sides of the boxes: 


2. Strong wooden boxes. , : 
3. Several folds of stout packing

4. Additional sécurity is afforded by 
an outer covering of linen, calico or can- 
vas, Which should be securely sewn tp. 

The address of. the parcel should) be 
writterr in ink on the cover preferably in 
two places. , 

The address of the seuder ‘of the par- 
cel should also be stated in order that it 
may be returned if undeliverable. The 
contents of the parcel shauld be stated in 
writing on the label. 

In the case of parcels sent tothe Medi- 
terranean Force, they should be very 
strongly .packed. They should be: as 
nearly round as possible, and well pad- 
ded with shavings, crumpled. paper, or 
similar protective material. The outer 
covering should consist of strong linen, 
calico or canvas, and should be securely 
sewn up. The use of wooden or metal 
boxes with square corners is undesirable, 
as parcels so packed are liable to injure 
other parcels in transit. No perishable 
articles should be sent, and anything 
likely to become ‘soft *or sticky, such as 
chocolates, should be enclosed in tins. 
Parcels merely wrapped ‘in paper or 
packed in thin cardboard boxes, such as 
shoe boxes, cannot be accepted. ;

Advice About Handling and Marketing 
of Eggs te 
A dirty egg can be washed, of 
course, but a washed egg will spoil 
much quicker than one that is un- 
washed. When the egg is fitet laid 
it hag a mucilaginous coating that 
seals it as it dries. Washing dis- 
solves this coating and ungeals the 
package, leaving the pores of the 
shell wide open for the entrante of 
putrefactive bacteria and disease 
germs. The way to get a first class, 
clean egg on the table of the cit 
consumer ig to make it clean thro 
clean methods of production. These 
are not generally found.on the or- 
dinary farm. It is something that 
takes special pains and brings special 


pay. 

Putting a fresh egg in a customer's 
kitchen after it is. produced ig a 
question of speed and controlled tem- 
perature. If the egg is fertile it will 
begin to incubate at any temperature 
above 70 degrees Fahrenheit. Such an 
egg, is of course, not first class. At 
the same time, whether fertile or un- 
fertile, the contents. of the ‘egg he- 
gin to shrink the moment it is laid. 
The cooler it is kept the less it 
shrinks, to be sure, but it keeps on 
shrinking even if it is kept cool. If

Record of Egg Production 

The Utah Experiment Station has 
submitted to the department of agri- 
culture a report, based upon nearly 
1,500 records of. six flocks of singis- 
comb White Leghorn hens, ranging in 
age from one year to seven years and 
of common ancestry, practically un- 
selected as to egg production but se- 
vérely selected for vigor’ From the 
report the average productive life of 
this strain of fowls apyears at the 
present time to be about four years. 
The average firs. year production of 
all flocks was 124 eggs. The average 
second year production was. exactly 
the same ag the first, while the aver- 
age of the third year was only one 
dozen less. ' 

The normal variation in first year 
flock averages of this strain of fowls 
is apparently between -100 and 160 
eggs, the second year between 105 and 
140, and the third year between: 100 
aud 130; after that the average for 
ail ages has been very close to 90 
eggs per year. There appears to be 
a fairly definite potential laying cap- 
acity for a flock of this strain of 
fowls which find expression in the 
first three years. Apparently nearly 
all of the longer lived hens of a flock 
will lay over 500 eggs; the majority 
of them will lay ‘over. 600 or 700, while 
some individual records running from 
800 up to nearly 1,000 may be ex- 
pected. . 
. Considering only hens that have 
made three or more years’ records, 
the uniformity of the three-year aver- 
ages ig most striking. In flocks mak- 
ing high first ‘year records the second 
and third years’ records were low, but 
the higher layers of the first year, 
continued to be the highest: producers 
of these flocks for thege years. .The 
ten hens making the highest second 
year’s record gave a higher three- 

r total than the ten making the

With the great range of modern guns, 
entry: into and exit from the Darda- 
nelles could be controllec without dif- 
culty. from this position, A-range 
of nine and a half miles insures effec- 
tive fire.

Eminently satisfactory is the - pre- 
liminary ofricia] estimate of the Can- 
adian harvest, an estimate based on 
the recorded acreage under crop and 
the appearance of .he fields through- 
out the Dominion. The acreage makes 
a new record, and even if the aggre- 
gate estimate of 408,849,000 busheis of 
wheat is not sustained when thregh- 
ing returns are compiled'a material 
advance on previoug records is fully 
assured. The estimate igs an average 
of 23.78 bushels per acre from. 12.986,- 
400 acres under wheat crop, and is 
147,659,800 bushels, or 91 per cent, in 
excess of last years’ disappointing 
yield. The record yields of oats is 
also greatly exceeded by the estimate 
of 448,000,000 bushels from 11,365,000 
acres, an average of 42.49 bushels per 
acre. Canada’s place as the granary 
of the empire is further established 
by an estimate of 61,655,000 bushels or 
barley from 1,509,479 acres, 2,485,700 
bushels of rye from 112,300 acres, and 
12,109,600 bushels of flax from 1,009,-

from correspondents in all parts of the 
Dominion, are sufficiently supporteu 
by the present advanced state of the 
crops to be regarded as insuring a 
yield that will be a material aid to the 
empire’s strength.

Coming Winter ‘Campaign 


Winter Would Appear to Favor the 

Cuaee of Allies in Every Quarter 

Wee tet are being noted 
by the cables that all the allies are 
preparing in earnes. for another win- 
ter campaign. This ie not at all in the 
nature of news, but it indicates how 
little real disappointment has been felt 
by the allied governments at their in- 
ability to.close the war with a con- 
elusive victory this year. Undoubt- 
poly Lord Kitchener’s estimate of a 
long War has been clwaye in the mind 
of our military leaders, who fully un- 
derstood the character of the enemy 
they had to face and break. 

A winter campaign is in our favor 
on all fronts. In Russia, this is es- 
pecially true. The Germans will have 
either to retire ignominiously from 
the far-eastern line they have reached,. 
or endure a’ winter far’ from their 


‘bases and dependent on fragile and 


slender limes of railway for supplies. 
These lines run through a hostile pop- 
ulation and it will not be surprising if 


‘they get ott of commission very. fre- 


quently and at critical moments. Then 
the Russian winter will be very trying 
to the Germans, and by no means s0 
difficult for the inured Russians to 
meet. We may look for heavy Teu- 
tonic losses all through the winter—if 
they manage to hold at all—and for 
comparatively light Slav sufferings. 

In the west, we have’ séen that 
winter makes for immobility, and, in 
this war of attrition, it is we who can 
afford to remain immobile, while the 
Germans must make progress or lose 
their chance, When the western lines 
are finally settled for the winter, our 
lads will probably do nothing but hold 
while the constant German 
movement will expose our enemies to 
constant losses. : 

On the Italian frontiers, the Aus- 
trians will be compelled to live the 
winter through under Alpine rigors, 
while the: bulk of the Italian troops 
will be basking serenely in the’ sun- 
shine of Italy. It is trye that our al- 
lies are holding many of the Alpine 
positions—thanks to their dash and 
courage—but it will only be the ad- 
vanced line which must remain there. 
The main army will be as surely in 
Italian sunshine as the main Teuton 
army will be flou.dering amidst Al- 
pine snows. * _ 

Then, again, in the Dardanelles we 
will have the sunny side of the hill— 
if we have not in the meantime forced 
the Straits. Our troops will reach 
Gallipoli through the perpetual sum- 
mer of the Mediterranean and will find 
on that war-torn peninsula a beauti- 
fully warm climave, much better than 
the fervid heat they have just been 
enduring. But if tlhe Germang fail to 
break through the Balkans before win- 
ter comes, winter alone will be almost 
enough to bar their path. We have 
always considered that there was ho 
danger of a Balkan uprising during 
the winter months. .Onl, when the 


j snows in the Balkan mountaing melt- 


ed were we ever in fear of a Balkan 
conflagration, 

So we face the prospect of a winter 
campaign—not. only with equanimity 
—but with great confidence that it 
will work in our favor. Winter is our 
ally all along the line. We shall come 
out of it relatively very much strong- 
er than our enemies, and this wearing 
war of nations will be resumed in the 
epring with our forces in a far better 
position. to win than the reduced 
forces of the Central Empires.—Mont- 
real Star. ng

“I am most anxious,” said Mr. Ev- 
ans, ‘‘to receive help in this matter 
from everyone who has a fact or an 
opinion to offer.

I cannot, of course, 
undertake to ‘conduct .-a discussion 
by correspondence with individuals, 
but I will undertake to see that all 
‘proposals receive consideration. 
This country must think out its 
marketing probiem some time, and 
during the next few months I shall 
try to act, under the committee, as 
a sort of clearing house toward this 
end. From time to time I shall, ac- 
cording to the wish of the cormmit- 
tee, keep the press informed of the 
progress of the investigation and 
the committee will promptly an- 
nounce the results of its work. 

“The firse essential to prompt and 
effective co-operation is that we get 
down to actual facts. Take for ex- 
ample the problem of .ocean trans- 
portation which has been engaging 
the most serious consideration of 
the government. Much of the pub- 
lic discussion .so far’ would seem to 
be based upon an imperfect realiza- 
tion of facts: In. general it may be 
said that Canada does not market 
wheat in Europe, but Europe buys 
wheat in Canada. There are no ade- 
quate facilities in WBurupe to make 
it possible’ for Canadian exporters 
to ship wheat to Europe.on their 
own account and then arrange for 
wholesale or retail sales after atriv- 
al. ‘‘he risks in such business are 
; too’ great and ‘there are records of 
disastrous ‘failures in connection 
with cargoes arriving on shippers’ 
ccount: 

“Europe's grain market is not or- 
ganized in that way. Some European 
importer buys wheat and fhen the 
Canadian exporter ships it. This 
meang that the European importer 
determines what wheat’ will cross 
the ocean and when it will be ship- 
ped to meet the conditions. of the 
trade.

But if the Canadi:inm exporter is ex- 
tremely doubtful about obtaining 
tonnage, he will be less active in 
taking. the initiative, and if be faile 
to locate tonnage after receiving an 
inquiry he will not conclude a sala 
In thése ways a shortage of tonnage 
would tend to restrict business with 
Canada. : 


“An essential fact in connection 
with this whole matter is that Eur- 
ope takes delivery of wheat and 
flour week by week, fairly evenly 
throughout the year in proportion to 
its actual weekly needs. It never 
buys for delivery within a limited 
period much more than will be con-: 
sumed in that period. Even during 
the past two months this condition 
has been preserved. Moreover, Eur- 
ope buys only a certain proportion 
of high class hard wheat such as 
ours, and buys the balance of softer 
wheat. No matter how we market 
our crop, the outside world takes 
delivery in its own way. In all the 
history of the export of Canadians 
wheat to overseas countries, that. is 
all” Cduntries except -the United 
States, have together taken delivery 
on only three occasions of as much 
as 12,000,000 bushels of Canadian 
wheat in any one month, This state. 
ment is based on a careful study of 
the monthly exports of Canadian 
wheat from all ports, both of Can- 
ada and of the United States. Even 
the three occasitns on which as 
much as 12,000,000 bushels was tak- 
en in a month were occasions on 
which Canadian wheat was really at 
a bargain, a sacrifice price, and no 
price we have hitherto made has re- 
sulted in ‘the overseas world taking 
as much as 12,000,000 bushels in a 
month except on these occasions. 

“The problem ig to use every pos 
sible effort to see that business ie 
not lost for Canada because ships 
cannot be obtained to carry what 
the countries open to trade are pre- 
pared to take delivery of month by 


‘month from wus. During the first 
year of the war all the open coun- 
{tries of Europe receivec .regularly 


all wheat they needed. This means 
that during the past twelve months 
there has been ocean tonnage enough 


jin the world to carry wheat, even 
after the various admiralties' had 
made their requisitions.

understood that there has been any 
important reduction in the world’s 
ocean tonnage during the year.

It is not 
available in the world ample com- 
mercia] tonnage to move as much 
wheat as Europen wants, and as fast 
as she wil] take delivery of it- * 

‘It has already been announced 
that the government has been tak- 
ing every Measure open to it to as- 
sist in’ meeting an actual shortage 
of commercial tonnage if such is 
found to exist. It is. particularly de- 
sired that facts and suggestions 
which are in accordance with the 
real nature of the problem should 
be offered, and it is highly undesir- 
able that discussion should proceed 
on misconceptions of what is really 
required and practicable.” 


End of War Will Witness Flow 
migration to Canada 

That immigration into Canada will 
be-tremendous following the war is 
the unanimous opinion of the news- 
papers of Canada that are studying 
this phase of our future development, 
and the preparations that are being 
made at Ottawa to place ex-soldicrs 
jon the land is evidence that officially 
{the imrush is regarded as inevitable. 
Discussing this question the Ottawa 
Journal notes that immigration fig- 
ureg for the fiscal year show that the 
war, has been a revolutionary factor 
in more ways than one. Arrivals in 
Canada from foreign lands during 


/|1914-15 were fewer than in any simi” 


lar period in ten years. Each tw lve 
months since 1909 arrivals have been 
over a quarter of a million, and in 
1913. they numbered nearly half a 
million. Last year the figures dropped 
ot 144,000. The cause of this.drop-in 
the immigration tide is, of course, not 
far to seek. Continental Europe is an 
armed camp, and the young men of 
the British Isles have ether felt the 
eall of pattiotism, or 
wages and more plentiful employment 
at home turning out munitions of war. 
With the end of the war it is reason- 
able to expect that the flow of immi- 
gration to the Dominion will reach 
and even surpass the old dimensions, 
Labor invariably goes to where wages 
are highest, industry greatest and the 
standard of living best, and we have 
every ground to believe that in years 
to come Canada will have the same at- 
, traction for those seeking better con- 
ditions for livelihood that it possess- 
ed during the past twelve or fifteen 
years.—Calgary News Telegram:

Immigration Will Follow Training Canadian Horses

of .im-' How Horses Shipped to England Are 


Broken For War Purposes 

Successions or regiments of horses’ 
for the army are being trained in 
the neighborhood of Reuhill, Surrey. 

Thousands of horses pass through 
the hands of the large staif monthly. 
They come over from Canada in 
shiploads, and arrive in Surrey daily 
in large numbers. They are a splen- 
did stamp of five and six year old 
animals. They are easily climatis- 
ed, and make magnificent ‘gunners.” 

Many have never séen a sect of 
harness, Some are docile and others 
are as mad as March hares. The 
morning following their arrival they 
are paraded by ertswhile English 
and Belgian “cross country jockeys 
racing stable boys, rough riders an 
men who have ridden to hounds, 
forming. a remount squad of the A.
